At the office of the commission it 
was stated that_if care is exercised 
by the consumers, there is sufficient 
sugar in Canada for domestic use, 
providing there are no. strikes or 
transportation tie-ups.

New York.—Motion picture films 
taken from archives of Admiral Von 
Tirpitz in the former Kaiser’s admtr- 
alty and showing allied vessels being 
torpedocd by German U-boats dtr- 
ing the whole war, were brought 
here by J. H. Mackzum, a Knight of 
Columbus secretary. 

The films, which were destined for 
exhibition by Germany on the day of 
its triumph, were made by camera 
men on a submarine which was com- 
missioned to cruise about the Irish 
Sea and photograph merchant ves- 
sts after they had been attacked by 
undersea craft.

Canadian Crops 
At Kansas Show 


Successes Demonstrate That Canada 
Is Unsurpassed as An Agri- 
cultural Country 

Canadians scored many remarkable 
successes at the International Soil 
Products Exposition recently held in 
Kansas City. Forty first, twenty-nine 
second and twenty-six third prizes 
were won by exhibitors from the prai- 
ric provinecs. Amongst the prizes 
won were the first, second and third 
prizes for hard spring wheat; the 
sweepstakes for wheat, and the cup 
offered by the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway for the best half bushel 
of hard spring wheat; first, secend 
and third prizes, and the sweepstakes 
for oats; first second and third prizes 
for flax; first second and third for 
peas, second and third prizes for bar- 
ley, and second and third prizes for 
oats. 

James S. Field, who won the cup 
sweepstakes and first prize for hard 
red spring wheat as well as sweep- 
stakes and first prize for oats, is farm- 
ing about three miles north of Regina 
and, though competing at shows for 
a number of years, this is the first 
time he has had a really big success 
outside local shows. The sweep- 
stakes for wheat and the first prize 
for hard red spring wheat have been 
won at the Kansas show by Canad- 
ians seven times during the last eight 

Western Canadian exhibitors won 
four firsts, three seconds and three 
thirds in the potato classes; they were 
also successfull in classes for cab- 
bages, cauliflowers, pumpkins, squash 
and watermelons. 

All these successes again demon- 
strate the fact that Canada is un- 
surpassed as an agricultural country. 


Reconstruction In France 
Sixty Thousand Houses, Wrecked By 
Shell Fire, Rebuilt 
Captain Andre Tardicu, member of 
the French peace commission, speak- 
ing at a mecting of the French Amer- 
ican club, gave interesting figures on 
the reconstruction work accomplish- 
ed since the armistice. Sixty thous- 
and of the 550,000 houses in the bat- 
tle area wrecked by shell fire have 
been rebuilt; 2,016 kilometres of the 
3,246 kflometres of railway destroyed 
have been repaired, and 700 of the 
1,675 kilometres of canals rendered 
useless in the course of hostilities are 
again in commission, Of the 1,160 
plants destroyed by the enemy 588 

have been repaired. 

Equally remarkable progress is be- 
ing made in restoring to cultivation 
the vast arcas in the devastated re 
gions. The devastated area embraced 
4,500,000 acres. Of this approxi- 
mately 1,000,000’ acres have ‘been re- 
turned to the farmers and 500,000 
acres of it are ready for the seed.

Commissioner Tardieu added that 
a country which had lost nearly 2,- 
000,000 workers killed or incapacitat- 
ed by war, which had been deprived 
by invasion of one-fifth of its produc- 
tive capacity, and which, nevertheless, 
of its own efforts had accomplished 
such a showing as that cited above, 
has a right to rely on the effective 
help of its allies to restore complete- 
ly its economical and financial status.

Spider Makes Changes in Its Web
